Senior center critics mad 
over promised meet sanfu

A meeting with city officials that 
nay not come off as promised, plus 
idditional reasons for misgivings, 
kave further upset a group of con- 
:erned Romulus citizens questioning 
i proposed senior citizens high-rise 
wilding near Bibbins and Shook 
itreets. 

According to Mrs. Diana M. 
3urek, spokesperson for Citizens 
Vgainst Exploitation (CAE), the city 
council promised to give the group a 
jpecial meeting at least two weeks 
jrior to a rezoning hearing on the 
ugh-rise. 

She said the group’s request was 
;wt into a motion made by council 
member Beverly McAnally at its 
Oct. 10 meeting. 

However, she charged, the city 
Planning Commission on Oct. 16 
agreed to set Nov. 13 as the date for 
the rezoning hearing at the request 
of a representative of North Cran- 
brook Associates, developers of the 
proposed high-rise 

She said both Mayor William M 
Oakley and Councilman James 
Raspberry were present at the plan 

ommission session. 


“We are very concerned about this 
action because we made our request 
for a formal public hearing on the 
high-rise very dear at the Oct. 10, 
1078 council meeting,” she said. 

To back up her claims, Mrs. Burek 
went to the city clerk’s office Friday 
to listen to the tapes of the Oct. 10 
council session when CAE was 
promised a special meeting two 
weeks or more in advance of the 
rezoning hearing. 

Mrs. Burek said she made the trip 
to city hall because CAE had been 
informed that council had meant it 
would notify the group of the 
rezoning hearing two weeks in ad- 
vance, not the granting of a special 
session with them. 

“I was told by Clerk Leonard 
Folmar that no tapes existed for the 
Oct. 10 council meeting. He said that 
either the recording machine was 
not working properly or that the 
council meeting of Oct. 17 had been 
recorded on top of the Oct. 10 tape 
recording,” she said. 

In view of this latest happening, 
Mrs. Burek remarked, “We can’t 
correct the minutes now. It's 
another case of keeping sloppy 
minutes.”

A Romulus woman was killed 
instantly and two persons injured 
early last Wednesday when the car 
she was driving was hit headon by 
an oncoming vehicle on Middlebelt 
Road just north of West Road in 
Huron Township. 

Dead is Mrs. Jacqueline Trumbie, 
43, of 28305 Goddard Rd., Romulus, 
who state police said was traveling 
south on Middlebelt Road just before 
8 a.m. 

Her daughter, Dolores, 16, was 
injured and taken’ to Seaway 
Hospital in Trenton. 

Investigating officers said the 
driver of the second car, Burton 
Dancer Jr., 42, of New Boston, was 
hurt seriously and also taken to the 
same Trenton hospital 

Collects $2,500 


Investigation of the fatal accident 
was made by troopers Dennis 
Chester, Michael Parker and Glen 
Hartley. Their report showed that 
Dancer, who was driving north, 
evidently lost control of his car, 
which went off the roadway onto the 
right shoulder and then came back 
onto Middlebelt, crossing the center 
line and colliding with Mrs. 
Trumbie’ s automobile. 

Mrs. TYumbie is the wife of Jack 
Trumbie, ex-councilman for the city 
of Romulus. He has been active in 
Democrat political circles and was 
editor of a pro-Terry Troutt 
newsletter backing the former 
mayor and other candidates. 

No charges were filed pending 
further investigation. 


of a former mayor. 

Thus, in the summer of 1977, the 
primary motive was seen as job 
security for some 40 department 
heads and non-super viscry staff 
employees still not unionized by the 
Teamsters or AFSCME. 

A vote to unionize w as held in July, 
with only three “no” votes cast, but 
because of Mayor James Stewart’s 
failure to notify the city council of 
the union’s intentions, the vote was 
subsequently overturned and a new 
one scheduled last week. 

In the interim, long-time Coun- 
cilman William Oakley was elected 
mayor, largely on a platform of 
restoring professionalism and 
respect for the city of Romulus and 
its government. 

Few changes in persomel were 
made at the outset of Oakley’s term 
of office and the issue of job security 
faded. 

By law r , last week’s vote prohibits 
AFSCME, an arm of the AFL-CIO, 
from attempting to organize em- 
ployees into their union for at least 
one year. 

In a letter sent to the 21 city em- 
ployees who voted in last week’s 
election. Mayor Oakley assured 
them his administration will con- 
tinue ”... to address the needs, 
desires and feelings of those who 
make our operation work ...” 

He concluded by saying their 
“good faith” in his attempts to 
improve working conditions and 
morale would “not go unnoticed,” 
and. that through cooperation, 
further progress will be made 
toward reaching their mutual goals.

CAE members with the proposed 
high-rise were additional faults 
found with the project by in- 
vestigations carried out by the 
group. 

Mrs. Burek said additional faults 
found were: sewer and water mains 
in the area are not adequate; roads 
servicing the area are inadequate 
for the added traffic; the downtown 
area already has a traffic congestion 
problem with several accident- 
prone areas; the builder now wants 
224 units in the high-rise instead of 
the previously announced 200 units; 
the builder should have about 10 
acres of land for that size building 
and approved population density 
instead of the 4.2 acres he is in the 
process of acquiring; the number of 
senior citizens signed up for the 
high-rise may be less than half of 
that which the building is designed 
to hold 

Mrs. Burek said the builder still 
has three more lots to purchase to 
reach the desired 4.2 acres he wants. 
However, she pointed out, the 
owners of the three lots do not want 
to sell.

Themedical andfinancial needs of 
the little girl and her family came to 
light several months ago following a 
front page story that appeared in the 
Romulus Roman. 

Following that, several neighbors 
and friends of the family banded 
together and launched a two-month 
fund-raising campaign that reached 
its climax when 300 people attended 
the dance Friday night. 

During that time, civic 
organizations, private individuals, 
clubs, businessmen, community 
leaders, senior citizens, students 
and many others gave generously in 
an outpouring of love and 
generosity. 

In all, some $6,500 has been 
collected thusfar, including $2,500 
from the proceeds of the dance 
alone. 

The result is that many of the 
hospital bills incurred during 
Elaine’s operation will now be paid 
and the expensive weekly 
medication purchased on time. 

For Elaine and her family, the 
experience has brought a tremen- 
dous spectrum of emotions, ranging 
from despair to exhilaration, and 
has left them all slightly bewildered. 

For those who were triable to 
donate to the medical fund 
established at the Manifacturers 
Band, Vice President Leo Kalota 
reports the fund is still open He can

The Wayne- Westland Board of 
Education declared its “undivided 
opposition 1 ’ Monday night to the 
three tax revolt proposals on the 
Nov. 7 ballot. 

The undivided opposition men- 
tioned in the resolution dd contain 
one chink in the armor, however. 

Board President Fred Warmbier 
abstained from voting on the 
resolution. He said that he does 
oppose the Tisch Proposal (J) and 
the Voucher Plan for financing 
education (H), but said the Headlee 


proposal (E) “does have some 
commendable points to it.” 

Because of his feelings on the 
Headlee Proposal for tax limitation, 
Warmbier said he couldn’t support 
the resolution expressing total op- 
position to all three 

The voting followed a recital of 
doom presented by Supt. Timothy 
Dyer, who called all three proposals 
“deadly” to education. 

“They will cause crisis govern- 
ment in Michigan if any, all, or any 
combination of the three pass,” 
Dyer said. »

saying that the district could 
po ten titally lost $8 million, if it 
passed. Although Tisch allows for 
recoup of some of that loss through 
levy of a 1 percent income tax for 
schools, the loss would still be 
overwhelming, he said. 

He said that the proposal benefits 
the wealthy, industiy and com- 
mercial enterprises. 

The Tisch proposal would im- 
mediately cut in half property tax 
assessments, limit future increases 
in tax assessment and income tax, 
but allow an income tax of 1 percent 
for schools, subject to voter ap- 
proval. 

It is this proposal that most cities 
and school districts are most fearful 
of, and which they predict would 
cause drastic cuts in services. 

Dyer went on to call the Voucher 
Plan proposal ’ “disguished 
parochiaid”. 

The plan eliminates the use of 
property taxes to operate schools, 
intead establishing a voucher 
system for financing education of 
students in public and non-public 
schools. 

The amendment ‘‘produces 60 
questions for every one it answers,” 
Dyer complained. 

Private education would benefit, 
but would it be subject to public 
education’s rules and regulations, he 
asked. 

He maintained that the districts 
would end up “competing” for 
students’ vouchers, and 
theoretically, a student could pick 
any school anywhere to attend. 

In addition, it “also raises the age 
old concept of separation of church 
and state.” 

Dyer went on to call Headlee 
Proposal the "most deceitful” of all 
the proposals, because it doesn’t 
sound bad ‘‘during the good times.” 

“But you’re going to have bad 
times, especially in Michigan, where 
the economy is cyclical and we are 
basically dependent on one in- 
dustry.” 

The Headlee proposal for tax 
limitation, would limit all state 
spending to a percentage of state 
personal income, although that limit 
could be lifted for one year,’ if the 
governor and two-thirds of the 
Congress declared an emergency. 
The proposal states that no local unit 
of government could levy any taxes 
without a vote of the people. Now, 
cities dolevy taxes without a vote, to 
retire bonds bought to finance 
construction. 

Dyer maintains that passage of 
theproposalwould “destroy all hope 
of property tax reform.” 

“It will force us, in education and 
in cities, to go to the only well not 


tapped — property taxes,” Dyer 
said. “We’ll end up cutting services 
until they (the citizens) pass higher 
property taxes.” 

The board generally agreed with 
Dyer’s analysis of Tisch and the 
Boucher Plan, but Warmbier ex- 
plained why he could not vote yes 
on a resolution to oppose Headlee as 
well. 

“I’m not saying I support it or 
don’t support it, but I want to point 
out a few things,” Warmbier began. 


“First, Headlee would place a 
spending limit on the legislature, 
and that’s not all bad. Ewryone of 
us in our daily lives faces that 
situation. 

“It does permit an acculuation of 
funds in the good times to carry to 
bad times. 

“It says that if the legislature 
mandates programs, it will have to 
provide funds for them, and that’s 
not all bad either. 


“It also does provide, in an 
economy slack, for an emergency 
increase!” 


Warmbier then urged vpters to 
take a careful look at the pro6 and 
cons of ^Headlee and decide for 
themselves. He also warned citizens 
of the propaganda “blitz” that will 
surely be spouting all sorts of claims 
for both sides in the next few weeks 
before the election.

The Roiwpt Roman 
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VB man held in five murders

For the third time in two months, 
murder has rocked the Van Buren 
Township community. 

The latest episode Thursday was 
bloody and savage — the wanton 
killing of five persons. Charged with 
three Washtenaw County slayings 
and that of his parents in Van Buren 
Township is 21-year-old Billy 
Hardesty. 


Two other wounded persons are 
expected to recover 

Last Aug. 12, Jill Harvey. 16 was 
stabbed to death in her mother s 
apartment. Her older sister’s 
boyfriend is charged with slashing 
her throat. 

Then, either Sept. 30 or Oct. 1, 
Steven R. Lynch. 23, a military 
policeman scheduled to ccme home 
on leave to visit his parents was shot 


to death His body was found only a 
half mile from his parents home 
before he had reported in from 
Texas. 

Police are still looking for a 
suspect in that case. An earlier lead 
fizzled out after several daily 
newspapers had indicated a prime 
suspect was being checked out. 

As now reconstructed by police, 
young Hardesty spent several hours 
Wednesday night and early Thur- 
sday morning in the company of

Clerk to test poll workers 


A testing system is being in- 
stituted by Romulus Clerk Leonard 
J. Folmar for election workers 
that hopefully will bring about more 
efficient and rapid voting for city 
residents. 

“Currently, these examinations 
are being given to workers who have 
been employed by the city at elec- 
tion time to work in the various 
precincts. 

“Ultimately, however, all persons 
who want to work in election 
precincts will have to take these 
examinations and score at least 92 
percent,” the clerk explained. 

Of approximately 120 persons who 
recently took the examinations, 30 


received scores of 92 percent or 
above, Folmar reported, with one 
election worker achieving a perfect 
score. 

Scoring 100 percent was Donna 
Sharrow, while three others — 
Dorothy La londe, Donna Lee Zavitz 
and Margaret Maitland — attained 
98 percent on the tests, the clerk 
said. Three others scored 96 percent, 
six compiled 94 percent, and 14 
recorded the minimum 92 percent, 
he added. 

The clerk commented that the 
examinations will give present 
election precinct workers, who 
number more than 100 at election 
time, and new workers “a basic 


level of election procedures that will 
make them feel more comfortable 
when out in the field.” 

Folmar said that he believed all 
election workers who took the tests 
should be commended for their 
efforts, adding that all received a 
written certification of their test 
score achievements. 

“Regardless of their test scores, 
all who took them will have gained 
knowledge that will prove in- 
valuable to themselves and the 
residents of Romulus,” Folmar 
emphasized. 

Election precinct workers receive 
$40 a day and chairman are paid $50 
per day, the clerk said.

Witnesses told police Hardesty went 
to his car, got a .22 caliber rifle and 
shot Scholfield and Curry. Both died. 

Next, police said, Hardesty went 
to the home of his former father-in- 
law, Elmer Wood, in Canton 
Township sometime between 
leaving Abigail’s saloon and 3:30 
a m. Hardesty had been divorced 
from Wood’s daughter, Paula, 
following a short marriage and the 
birth of a daughter. 

Police then traced him to a Yp- 
silanti Township machine shop, 
Stiles-Wood Corporation and 
Associated Boring Co. He reportedly 
broke into the machine shop and 
opened fire, killing Donald E. Wood, 
38. his former brother-in-law, and 
wounding two other men 
Lt. John Shewell, in charge of the 
investigation for the Michigan State 
Police, Ypsilanti post, identified the 
two wounded men as Bobby J. 
Baker. 23, of Westland, and Tommy 
Lee Brown, 29, of Tecumseh. Both 
are being treated at St Joseph 
Mercy Hospital in Ypsilanti. 

Communication between the 
Ypsilanti police investigating the 
saloon parking lot shooting and the 
Washtenaw County Sheriff’s 
Department looking into the 
machine shop incident led them to 
believe they were looking for the 
same gunman. 

After one of the men wounded at 
the machine shop told officers that 
they had been shot by Hardesty, 
officers from the Ypsilanti Police 
Department, the state police and 
Washtenaw Sheriff’s office went to 
49630 Martz Rd., where Hardesty’s 
parents lived. 

When officers stepped t*> on the 
porch of the Hardesty home about 
7:15 a m. the young suspect yelled 
outthat he was armed and the group 
of policemen took cover in the front 
yard. 

Hardesty came out on the porch 
and began firing at police with a 
rifle. Returning gunfire hit Hardesty 
in the shoulder and abdomen and he 
retreated into the house. He then 
continued shooting at police, but had 
exchanged his rifle for a shotgun. 

After trying in van to get Hardesty 
to respond to telephone calls made 
from a neighbor’s house, the suspect 
finally answered about 8 :30 a m. He 
agreed to come out, bu t said he could 
not walk because of his wounds. 

After crawling out the front door, 
Hardesty collapsed a nd was put on a 
stretcher and taken to St. Joseph 
Mercy Hospital. 

A check of the Hardesty home 
disclosed his mother, Jeannette 
Hardesty, 40. dead in a bedroom, 
with four bullets pumped into her 
head Later that afternoon, about 
3:30 p.m., officers found his father, 
Ronald Hardesty, 43. His body had 
been stuffed into a locker-type 
freezer and covered with foodstuffs. 
He had been shot at least six times. 

Lt. Shewell said Hardesty’s 
wounds were serious, but that he 
was expected to recover Police and 
hospital authorities reported that 
when questioned, Hardesty was 
hostile and mean. 

By Monday. Hardesty faced five 
murder warrants in the first degree 
in thedeaths of the fi ve slain victims 
and two more wa- rants charging 
assault with intent to commit 
murder in the wounding of the two 
men at the machine shop 
Word has leaked out that young 
Hardesty had been a drug user and 
may have been high on a large 
dosage of Valium which he told a 
neighbor early Thursday morning 
he had taken before the killings at 
the saloon and machine shop 
The slain elder Hardesty was a 
heavy equipment operator His 
mother was a familiar face at the 
Belleville Post Office where she had 
worked a tone of the two windows for 
four of her 11 years with the U.S. 
Postal Service 

Although law enforcement 
authorities reported that Hardesty 
and two older brothers. David, 24, 
and Gary, 22. had been in trouble 
with the law on several occasions,

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Beard 
opposes 
pay 


Mrs. Kay Beard (D- Inkster) is one 
of tlree Western Wayne County 
Commissioners to declare their 
opposition to a proposed increase for 
Wayne County elected officials. 

The other two are Thomas 
Pres ne 11 (D-Westland) and George 
Z. Hart (D-Dearbom). 

The Elected Officials Com- 
pensation Committee, established 
by the Board of Commissioners last 
year to review the salaries of 
various elected officials and their 
deputies, recently recommended 
that the Board of Commissioners 
grant pay hikes ranging from 6 to 17 
percent. 

“The county has notified 228 
employes that they will be laid off 
effective Nov. 1,” Mrs. Beard said. 

“This action was necessary 
because we were under court order 
to pay a $6.3 million arbitration 
award to Sherff’s deputies.” 

Mrs. Beard said that although the 
Michigan Supreme Court has stayed 
the further implementation of the 
arbitration award pending the 
outcome of the appeals process, 
some $2-million in retroactive pay 
has already been paid out to the 
deputies. 

“At a time when we are also 
facing a huge $12 million deficit, I 
cannot in good Conscience vote for 
pay raises for the top few, and 
layoffs for hundreds of county 
employees working in the courts, the 
health department, Wayne County 
General Hospital and other vital 
government services,” she 
declared. 

Presnell was just as firm in his 
opposition. 

“I will not vote for pay increases 
for elected officials — many of 
whom are earning between $34,000 
and nearly $47,000 a year — when we 
•are_ laying off several hundred

county workers due to a severe 
financial crunch,” Presnell said 

“The proposed pay hikes might be 
justified under other circumstances, 
but there is no justification under the 
present situation,” he added. 

The first phase of the com- 
pensation committee’s report 
recommended the following raises: 
Prosecuting Attorney from $43,900 to 
$50,000. Sheriff from $35,630 to 
$45,000; County Clerk from $35,630 to 
$42,000; the three County Auditors 
from $31,450 to $40,000; the 
Treasurer from $31,450 to $39,000; 
the Register of Deeds from $31,450 to 
$38,000 and the Drain Commissioner 
from $31,450 to $38,000 

The second phase has recom- 
mended a six percent pay boost for 
judges of Circuit, Probate and 
Common Pleas Courts which has 
already been approved by the State 
Legislature effective Dec. 1, subject 
to the approval by the Board of 
Commissioners. 

Recommendations on the 
remaining elected officials are 
expected soon since the Board of 
Commissioners must make all pay 
decisions before final adoption of the 
1978-79 county budget on Oct. 31 or 
shortly thereafter. 

Commissioner Hart from Dear- 
born expressed concern for the 
welfare of the county’s CETA 
workers as well. 

“The raises for some of these fat 
cats — who are already earning 
extremely comfortable livings — 
would be as much as some of the 
county’s CETA workers earn all 
year,” Hart complained. 

“Our employes have been asked to 
bite the bullet. I say the elected 
officials who are making more than 
$34,000 can sure as heck wait until 
the financial picture improves 
before they get pay increases,” Hart 
said.

Environment eyed by lawmakers

There has been concern in the Legislature this 
year for a better environment— one that is 
cleaner and safer 

This had included bills in the areas of waste 
disposal, poisonous chemicals, noise and rain- 
making. 

Signed into law was a bill which will make it 
easier for local governments to finance, con- 
struct and operate waste management projects. 

The new law permits a municipality to con- 
tract for the building of a waste management 
project through a process of negotiated com- 
petitive bidding, and to own and operate such a 
project jointly with another unit of government 
or a private organization. 

By authorizing local governments to use 
special powers in financing waste management 
projects, the law will permit them to use existing 
authorities, thus avoiding the need to set up a 
separate, specialized financing tool. 

The joint public-private ownership of waste 
management projects permitted under the law 
will encourage private enterprise to become 
involved in technologies which will ultimately 
serve the public interest. 

The negotiated bidding provision of the new 
law is especially important. Given the extremely 
complex technologies involved and the unusually 
broad range of alternatives which the decision- 
makers must consider, bidders could find it 
prohibitively expensive to prepare complete 
sealed bids without guidance from the 
municipality, and the local government might 
not be able to draw up specif idations without 
considering the primary proposals from con- 


tractors. Unless negotiated bidding is possible, 
there may be no bidding at all. 

The law also allows local governments to 
pledge state revenue sharing funds or future 
taxes for repaying bonds which finance the 
projects. 

liiere has, in recent years, been a number of 
chemical contaminations which have not only 
threatened the environment, but also human 
health This includes troubles with such 
chemicals as PBB, PCB, mercury and DDT. 

In order to move more effectively against such 
contaminations, and hopefully to prevent them, 
the Legislature passed a bill to establish a State 
Toxic Substance Control Commission. 

The Commission will investigate reports of 
chemical contaminations, identify the problem, 
and regulate and coordinate actions to control it. 
If it feels that immediate action is needed, the 
commission could, with the approval of the 
governor, declare a toxic substance emergency. 

In such an emergency, the commission would 
establish special rules, designate an agency to 
deal with the threat, and make decisions on the 
sale, use and method of disposal of the toxic 
substance. 

Other than its powers in an emergency 
situation, the commission could at any time 
require studies and surveys from state depart- 
ments, public agencies or state universities, and 
compile data on the safety, testing or 
distribution of products containing potentially 
dangerous substances which are sold in the State 
in this way possihly heading off a future 
chemical contamination. 

Among other things, the new law will set clear 


and definite responsibility for coordinating state 
action in event of a toxic substance emergency, 
increasing the potential for quick and effective 
response to such an emergency. 

Motor vehicles and motor boats can be forms 
of noise pollution. One new law specifies ac- 
ceptable noise levels for motor vehicles and 
provides other measures for vehicle noise 
reduction. It prohibits the use of a vehicle on a 
highway or street if it has a defective exhaust 
system which effects noise reduction. 

This replaces an older law which was vague 
and almost unenforceable. The new law 
remedies this by providing objective and 
uniform measurable standards for vehicle noise 
levels which can be successfully enforced. 

Another new law addresses the problem of 
motorboat noise. It prohibits use of a motor boat 
without a muffler, underwater exhaust or other 
modern noise reduction device in good working 
order. The legislation also sets a uniform speed 
limit for motoboats on all waters, except the 
Great Lakes, unless there is already established 
a lower speed limit. 

Weather modification, or rainmaking, can 
have a definite impact upon the environment. It 
will be much more closely regulated by a new 
law. The law regulates all tymes of weather 
modification to ensure that only those qualified 
and permited actually engage in efforts to 
change the weather. The legislation prohibits 
weather modification without a permit and 
requires the Dept, of Agriculture to set rules to 
regulate rainmaking activities, establish 
qualifications for issuing permits and require 
bookkeeping.

“We’re very excited about the 
many educational opportunities this 
new regional center will bring to the 
residents of Western Wayne 
County,” said John S. Szewc, 
director of WCCC’s western region. 
“It will enable WCCC to expand and 
improve the programs now being 
offered in our existing satellite 
centers at Milton Middle and John 
Glenn High schools. These centers 
will remain an important part of the 
Western Regional Center. 

WCCC’s new Western Regional

Where does a young teen-ager turn 
for help in time of trouble? 

Youth in Inkster and other parts of 
Wayne County have a source of help 
right here in the Therapeutic Day 
Clinic (TDC), 1387 Inkster Road, 
Inkster. 

As an outreach of The Hegira 
Center, TDC was established in 1973 
as a pilot program focusing its at- 
tention and expertise in the areas of 
mental health and substance abuse 
treatment. 

These are areas of great concern 
due to the alarming rate of social, 
psychological and emotional 
problems perplexing today’s 
society. 

TDC has a staff of highly trained 
professionals who include a 
psychologist, psychiatrist, 
physician, social workers and 
counselors. 

Deputy Director is Wanda L. 
Harris and intake counselor is 
Debbie Bihun, who may be called at 
the center between 9 a m. and 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday at 565-0650. 

“Our services cover a wide range 
of treatment resources,” explained 
Deputy Director Harris. 4 ‘TDC of- 
fers the traditional forms of therapy 
as well as innovative approaches. 
Services include individual, group 
.and family counseling; substance 


abuse treatment, educational 
tutoring, marriage and family 
training, and parent effectiveness 
training.” 

Upon intake, the individual un- 
dergoes a comprehensive screening. 
After assessing the client’s needs, 
the individual is assigned a coun- 
selor who initiates treatment which 
is designed to meet those needs. 

“Client progress is monitored on a 
consistent basis and is evaluated by 
TDC’s treatment team and by the 
clinic psychiatrist every 90 days,” 
Mrs. Harris said. 

She added that the program is 
involved with area school systems 
providing diagnostic testing, 
counseling and partial day treat- 
ment programing. In addition, 
evaluations and recommendations 
are provided to the schools. 

“Therapeutic Day Clinic is also 
recognized as a graduate training 
facility for several state colleges 
and universities whose graduates 
and undergraduates receive field 
training in the areas of social work, 
guidance and counseling,” she 
pointed out. 

The program serves adolescents 
who live in Wayne County. TDC 
officials urge youths with problems, 
and other interested persons to drop 
by the center at 1387 Inkster Road,

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Wayne Arche Club: 
Still on the go at 75

Looking back on 75 years of 
continuous programs is the Wayne 
Arche Club, which marked that 
anniversary on Oct. 10 at a dinner 
meeting at the First Congregational 
Church of Wayne. 

Under the leadership of Mrs. 
Estelle Bunting, whose name is a 
familiar one in the archives of the 
Wayne Historical Museum, 15 ladies 
assembled in 1903 at the home of 
Mrs. W.C. Prouty, (also a familiar 
name in the area ) to organize a club 
titled “Arche” (or “beginning”). 

The club’s programs have con- 
tinued through many phases of 
world and community change, but 
through adaption to the needs of the 
time and interest, it has maintained 
a membership whose roster includes 
women of many talents, interests 
and services, but who share in a 
common interest in personal 
growth. 

The original meetings, dedicated 
to study and discussion, were held 
weekly for 25 years. Then, with the 
startofWorld War I, themembers of 
Arche put aside personal interests 
and devoted their time to the work of 
war relief. At the close of the war, 
once again the club programs 
returned to the pursuit of learning. 


According to the club yearbook, 
the 1920’s were marked by the study 
of current events and parliamentary 
law and featured noted speakers. 
The 1920s a Iso marked the establish- 
ment of the Clara Hosie Student 
Loan Fund, now known as the Clara 
Hosie Scholarship Flmd at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

Book reviews, guest lecturers and 
a variety of studies filled the 
programs during the 1930s and 1940s. 
The club also went dramatic in the 
latter years, taking part in and 
staging more than 20 one-act plays. 

Still gearing to the interests of the 
members, programs featured such 
1950s* and 1960s’ subjects as 
“Leisure time— its uses and 
problems’’, “today’s fabrics’’, 
“handwriting analysis”, and 
“Women are people too.” 

Reflecting still more change, with 
the 1970s, topics of interest featured 
on programs included ecology and 
metric conversion. The 1970s also 
saw the initiation of a service 
project held in November, when 
members make Christmas items for 
the sick and needy. 

The original officers for Arche, 75 
years ago, were Mrs. J.R. Hosie, 
president, Mrs. Delia Wentworth, 
vice-president, and Ida Collar, 
secretary. 


In 1978, Arche, which now meets 
on a monthly basis, has as its an- 
niversary year officers Eileen 
Rowland, president, Dora Beecher, 
first vice-president, Judy Edwards, 
second vice-president, Helen 
Kendall, recording secretary, 
Arlene Krugler, corresponding 
secretary, Mary McGowan, 
treasurer, and Mildred Harris, 
historian. The members-at -large are 
Bethel Taylor, Dolores Martin and 
Marilyn Belvitch. 

A testimony to success and 
longevity of the club and its main- 
tainence of the interest of its 
members is the fact that in its 75th 
year, the club has 21 life members 
To qualify for this, the member must 
have been a n Arche member in good 
standing for 35 years.

(HAP) places emphasis on treat- 
ment in a home setting, an idea 
consistent with the goal of family 
reunification. 

“We now have counselors who go

on Inkster Road (located in the 
former St. Norbert’s convent) where 
young people can seek temporary 
shelter, up to two weeks, and 
counselling. Another service of the 
Out Wayne County Youth Services 
Coalition is foster care licensing and 
placement, and a status offender 
alternative program. 

While those programs offer help to 
youngsters who have left or are 
leaving home, this new program 
steps in before such a drastic move. 

There are several ways that a 
young person gets into the Home 
Attention Program. 

The simplest is that the family 
itself requests the service, just as 
families often come to Counterpoint 
requesting counseling. 

Sometimes, youngsters are 
referred to the program through 
diversionary action by police or 
referral by court workers, prior to 
formal intake of the Wayne County 
Juvenile Court. 

Sometimes, counselors at 
Counterpoint suggest that the youth 
enroll with his or her parents in the 
program. 

“This is especially important 
because for some time Counterpoint 
staff has felt that many problem 
situations they see could be solved 
with the young person remaining at 
home, but we lacked the staff to put 
into the field,” said Ms. Bergman. 

“Now with HAP, more young 
people will be able to remain at 
home, school and job, while coun- 
selors work with them and their 
families on issues which threaten 
family unity.” 

Teachers, school counselors, 
social workers or staff members of 
other agencies, as well as other 
interested adults, are encouraged to 
make referrals to the HAP, as well 
as to Counterpoint runaway shelter 

Supervisor of the program Is 
Harold Chadwick He can be 
reached at 427-6670 during business 
hours, or 563-5005 after hours, for 
both program information and for 
intake 

Like Counterpoint, services of the 
program are available on a 24-hour

The water bed, the gift of the 
jvonia Kiwanis Club, was a service 
iroject on the part of the club after 
tearing about the vital need 
Recent studies have shown that 


when waterbeds are hooked to a 
respirator that raises and lowers the 
bed six to seven times per minute, 
themotion helps keep the premature 
infant’s heart and breathing stable. 

The premature infant is very 
susceptable to breathing and heart 
complications, and it is felt that the 
use of the waterbed can not only 
help in these areas, but prevent the 


complications of a long hospital stay 
on a hard mattress, such as a 
misshapen ed head and bed sores. 

The Livonia club also assured Dr. 
Mary Boczynski, Oo-director of the 
department, that if additional beds 
are needed, members have already 
agreed to purchase six to 12 ad- 
ditional waterbeds for the use and 
care of premature infants.

Now, after a hiatus during which he 
enjoyed the time to compose and to 
perform with symphony orchestras 
around the world, Dave has refor- 
med the quartet, this time joined by 
his three talented sons. 

Much more than a family act, the 


new group is the coming together of 
four extremely talented and ex- 
perienced musicians. Darius, Chris 
and Dan have each led their own 
bands and each has recorded in- 
dependently. 

Every reviewer who has heard the 
new quartet has commented on the 
Brubeck family’s “energetic en- 
thusiasm” and the “fun they seem to 
have playing together.” They also 
praised the group for its new “with- 
it” sound and reported that even old 
Brubeck classics such as “Take 
Five” and “Blue Rondo a la Turk” 
have an entirely different flavor 
with Darius on the Arp synthesizer, 
Chris on electric bass and Danny on 
drums. 


Jazz a la Brubeck now means that 
symphonic sounds mingle with those 
of rock; improvisations are built on 
rhythms that vary from Latin to 
boogie woogie; and musical content 
is taken from the Middle East, Duke 
Ellington and from wherever else 
the inquisitive family decides to 
explore. 

The New Brubeck Quartet comes

Chris Brubeck was born in March

The Garden City couple, who have 
three children in Christian day 
schools and belong to Garden City 
Free Will Baptist Church, say they 
plan a nondenomi national church 
for the building, located at Dorsev 
and Grand Traverse, just south of 
Palmer and Venoy intersection, in 
Westland. 

There is a depressing “For Sale” 
sign on the lawn of the church and 
Mrs. Evans, who sprinkles her 
conversation liberally with “Praise 
the Lord!”, says it will be removed 
“by faith”.

The group is 
now holding revival services at 7 
p.m. nightly in a store building in 
Norwayne Shopping Center, Venoy 
Road at Dorsey, in Westland, ad- 
jacent to Norwayne Baptist Church. 

In addition to the 10-day praise 
services, the Evanses and about 40 
others a re planning to hold a 10-hour 
“Praise-a-Thon” at Gruber 
Auditorium at the old Eloise 
Hospital, on Merriman Road, just 
north of Michigan Avenue. 

The group is awaiting approval by 


for permission to use the 
auditorium. “They said our papers 
got lost when we applied to use the 
building, but we claimed “by faith* 
that they would be found,” Mrs 
Evans said. 

“We got a call saying they found

“Diane has tremendous 
potential,” said Cherry Hill 
Coach Gordon Parrington. “She 
has beaten players who are 
presently on the rosters of major 
colleges in the country. 

“In fact, I feel that she could 
move into a college lineup right 
now and play on equal terms with 
almost anyone,” continued 
Parrington, a former Garden 
City East High netter. 

Miss Gilroy has the unique distinction of being named to the all- 
conference (Tri-River) team three consecutive years as the No.l 
singles player.

Wayne buries Wyandotte, 40-20 


Enjoying his best offensive 
evening of season, runningback Ed 
Turbeville scored three touchdowns 
and rushed for 109 yards to spark 
Wayne to a 40-20 Great Lakes 8 
Conference football victory over 
Wyandotte. 

Turbeville, who also had a superb 
80-yard touchdown run called back 
because of a clip, scored on runs of 
one, seven and one as Wayne 
chalked up their fourth conference 
victory in six starts. 

“We played one of our finest of- 
fensive games of the season," said 
Wayne Coach Floyd Carter whose 
troops take on an always dangerous 
Riverview Friday night. “We ran 
the ball very well and Ed (Tur- 
beville) was at his best," Carter 
added. “And we dominated the 
game to the point where we only had 
punt twice the entire game." 
Carter is concerned though, by 
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the increasing names on his injury 
list. Keith Kolehmainen, a strong 
safety, Jim Hester, a defensive 
tackle, and Bob Williams, an of- 
fensive guard, are still nursing 
hurts.

Belleville ends 18 
game losing streak 


Streaks are made to be broken, 
and thanks goodness for that. 

Ask Tom Fielder and the 
Belleville Tigers who put an abrupt 
end to an 18-game losing streak last 
week by upending Livonia Bentley 6- 
0 last Friday, thus shattering one of 
the longest Class A football losing 
streaks in the state. 

“We were fortunate," said 
Fielder, and a ssistant coach who has 
been given the task as public 
relations until the school finds a new 
head coach. (Belleville’s head 
coach, Pat Stokes, resigned recently 
and the school administration an- 
nounced that the three assistant 
coaches will have the responsibility 
of fielding the team." 

“We had to try some things dif- 
ferently in the fourth quarter to pull 
this one out," Fielder continued, 
“and fortunately it worked" 
Belleville had some chances to 
score early in the game but didn’t 
capitalize upon them. Then, in the 
fourth quarter, quarterback Tim 
Ellsworth engineered a 22 -play drive 
that ended at the Bentley one-yard 
line. 


Bentley, pinned to the wall, gave 
up the ball via a punt which wound 
up on its own 32 yard line. Again, 
Belleville worked its way to the 
Bulldog two and one a second-and- 
goal situation, runningback Barry 
Reddick went up the middle but was 
hit hard. The ball popped from his 
hands and went into the end zone 
where Belleville tackle Bob Sayre 
picked it up and the officials ruled a 
touchdown. 

Bentley, though, didn’t give in. 
Despite trailing 6-0 after Jim 
Krause’s attempt for the extra point 
was blocked, the Bulldogs came 
back with their best drive of the 
evening. 

The host marched to the Belleville 
16 with 2 x h minutes left but a couple 
of defensive gems provided by Dave 
Stamper who tossed Bulldog QB, 
Dave Crowder for a loss, and Randy 
Ely’s sack of the quarterback which 
counted for a 13 yard loss erased the 
Bentley threat. 

“With the exception of that final 
drive,” Fielder pointed out, “I felt 
we played an excellent defensive 
game. 


The game was played in Bentley 
territory most of the evening. In 
fact, the Bulldogs didn’t penetrate 
over the midfield marker the first 
half and on at least three separate 
occasions the Tigers were knocking 
at the proverbial TD door. 

In one incident, Kause attempted 
a 28-yard field goal that was short 
and in the second period Kevin Fry 
recovered a Bentley fumble on the 
Bulldog five but a 15-yard personal 
penalty slapped against Belleville 
ruined their chances.

Prep grid standings 


'Don't shoot at whole deer'

Once whilea rchery deer hunting, I 
came upon an old hunter sitting on a 
stump. Stuck into the ground around 
him were his arrows, forming a 
semi-circle, presumably set that 
way so he could grab them quickly if 
a deer came his way. 

"When you stick your arrows in 
the ground, it must dull the edges 
pretty badly?” I asked, more in 
shock at the sight than because I 
expected an answer. 

"Oh, I suppose it does," he said, 
"but I never get any shots anyway, 
so it doesn’t really matter.” 

Good grief, I thought, walking 
away, driven to the sudden thought 
that the salvation of bow' hunting 
must lie with the young 

Of course I don’t really believe 
that. Young and old alike can enjoy 
this sport, and a great many bow 
hunters do enjoy sitting on stumps in 
the woods on nice fall days without 
ever caring if a deer ambles past. 

But for most archers, much of the 
thrill still lies in the hunt. They 
maintain a durable hope that deer 
will turn up, and that they will get off 
a shot or two each season. Michigan 
has had bow and arrow deer seasons 
continuously since 1937, providing 
fall recreation for thousands of 
hunters. 

This year, archery, deer season 
opened October 1. It ends, tem- 
porarily, November 14 for the 
firearm deer season, and resumes 
December 1 through 15 in southern 
lower Michigan and December 1 
through 31 in the rest of the state. 

For anyone interested in taking up 
archery, and particularly bow 
hunting, there area number of tried- 
and-true principles that make this 
sport both enjoyable and produc- 
tive. These principles are not hard 
and fast rules, but over the years, it 
has seemed to me and to others 
archers I have known that such 
guidelines do help. For what it’s 
worth, let’s start as though you are a 
newcomer to the sport, seeking 
advice. 

First is selection of an aiming 
method, a choice of crucial im- 
portance to the success and en- 
joyment of all your archery en- 
deavors. Two methods offer 
themselves: The first is the "sight” 
method, in which the archer a) 
estimates or measures the distance 
to the target and b) uses some type 
of sighting procedure to aim his 
arrow. Sighting can be as simple as 
lining up the point of the arrow with 
the target or on some point in line 
with the target, or it can make use of 
any of various sighting devices 
which attach to the bow. 

In my opinion, the best use for this 
method is in competition for scores 
in target archery where distances to 
targets are standardized, or on field 
courses where target distances 
vary, but are either posted at the 
shooting stake or are pretty well 
known to competitors. 

Sightshooting is thus best adapted 
for competitive shooting where 
many shots are taken, consistency is 
required and speed is not a factor. 

The second aiming method is 
called "instinctive”— probably for 
want of a better term . My definition : 
A method of aiming wherein no 
conscious effort is made to either 
estimate distance to the target or to 
use anything at all as a sighting 
device. It is achieved by irtense and 
continuing concentration on the 
target with both eyes open 
throughout the draw', and at the 


moment the arrow is released. 
Ideally, you should begin to con- 
centrate on the target before the 
arrow' is drawn and follow through 
by keeping your eyes still glued to 
the target for a few seconds after the 
release hopefully until the arrow 
hits the target. By "target,” I mean 
the precise place where you want 
the arrow to hit. Don’t aim at the 
wholedeer, or the whole bale of hay. 
And try not to watch the arrow in 
flight. This calls for a steady hand 
and trained nerves to keep from 
being distracted by buck fever, or a 
big set of antlers. You can train 
yourself to this, but even the best 
archers sometimes can’t help being 
districted. 

To anyone who has done any fast 
wing-shooting with shotgun, the 
advantages of the instinctive 
method must be obvious. One step of 
the sight method, that of estimating 
distance to the target, is eliminated. 
You have enough other things to 
think about without estimating 
distances— obstructions, wind 
direction, when to shoot, etc. 

Without having to estimate 
distances, you can shoot instantly 
with accuracy at a target of op- 


portunity at any distance within 
suitable range. It is particularly 
adaptable to "still hunting" where 
you cannot pre-determine the range 
at which game is likely to appear. 
Also, it is the best way to shoot at 
moving objects where the target 
distance might be changing con- 
stantly and where there would be no 
time to use a sight. 

In short, the "instinctive" method 
consists simply of instant or 
"automatic" aiming, like throwing 
a baseball. Proficiency is acquired 
by frequent practice. One isn’t born 
with it, as the name "instinctive” 
implies. 

While both sight and instinctive 
aiming methods have their values, 
let’s assume you have decided to use 
the instinctive method to become 
proficient at hunting. Several points 
must now be considered: 

First, use good equipment, 
especially arrows. You cannot shoot 
better than your arrows can fly. 
They must be matched to the bow, 
reasonably matched to one another, 
and absolutely straight for best 
performance. Make sure the heads 
are at dead center on the end of the 
shaft by rolling the arrow on a flat 


surface. Good arrows instill con- 
fidence 

Second, when hunting it is ex- 
tremely important that the 
broadheads on big-game arrows be 
kept razor sharp, and protected 
from one another in the quiver. 
These cutting edges are their killing 
power. If your arrow bumps a stone 
or tree, and after every shot, hone 
the edges back to a fine sharpness 
with a small file. Third, learn good 
form and technique by joining an 
archery club, watching trained 
archers, or shooting at supervised 
ranges. Ask for help to get started in 
the right direction, and ask for 
criticism. 

Fifth, practice frequently. Shoot 
first at targets only three or four 
yards away until you can hit a spot 
three inches in diameter most of the 
time. Then step back several yards 
and shoot again until you get the feel 
of the new' distance and can hit 
fairly close to the spot. Continue this 
routine until you feel fairly con- 
fident a 1 30or 40 yards, but try never 
to think about the actual distance. 
Repeat the entire procedure when 
vou haven’t shot for several weeks.

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Receptions: 
Plan early 
carefully 


Very probably the most important party in the 
life of any couple is their wedding reception. It is a 
time of renewing acquaintances, a gathering of 
family and friends and the introduction to a new 
circle of people. 

Depending on whether you want your reception 
to be “small and intimate”, “large, but limited to 
families” or “a complete wing-ding”, make plans 
early and include all details. 

In the past 20 years receptions have more and 
more become on the “party” order at a hall, with 
catered food, beverage refreshments and an or- 
chestra for entertainment. 

In selecting each of these particulars of your 
“party”, the couple must take into consideration 
many factors and makes selections accordingly. 
For instance, a guest list of 800 would necessitate a 
hall big enough to accommodate all, but small 
enough so that everyone is together. 


Choosing the caterer also is a matter of great 
detail. While most commercial catering services 
provide either adequate, good or excellent cuisine, 
that is not enough. Would you prefer a sit-down 
dinner, served by a waitress, or a buffet, where 
each guest proceeds along banquet tables and 
makes his or her own selections? 

Then there is the matter of type of food. Some 
caterers specialize in particular nationality 
cooking, which might have an effect on your choice. 

Beverages also are a matter of personal taste, 
but the guest list also comes into focus— punch, 
liquor, beer or soft drinks for the after-meal portion 
of the reception. In any case, decide what you want 
and how much you can afford.

Usually, it is best to hire one of many bands that 
play all types of music— from standard fox trots, 
waltzes and polks to contemporary— but a par- 
ticular nationality inbalance would necessitate an 
orchestra specializing in that ethnic music. 

Too often a sentimental dance between a bride or 
groom and an elder loved one turns into a total 
disaster because the orchestra knows only one type 
of music. As an example, not to many grand- 
mothers can do the “Hustle”, but would be elated 
waltzing with the newlyweds. 

Remember, it is your reception, but the decisions 
usually are made for your guests, friends and 
relatives. Right decisions will result in many years 
of memories, while the wrong choice could result in 
bitter feelings and, most of all, wasted expense

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It's all tradition! 


Through the ages bridal gowns have come in all 
shapes and sizes, not to mention lengths and 
materials. But whatever style gown the bride will 
be wearing this winter, rest assured it’s “ancestor” 
was a “plain Jane”. 

Wedding white hasn’t always been the color for 
brides. In fact in Saxon days, white gowns were 
worn by poor brides. Because dyes were expensive, 
the more colorful gowns were worn by wealthy 
brides. 

And the colors chosen had a meaning. While 
yellow was shunned because it meant jealousy, 
blue stood for fidelity and green for youth. During 
the American Revolution more than one patriotic 
bride wore red. 

It wasn’t until the Victorian period that white was 
revived for weddings. But, alas, most gowns were 
of heavy brocades and satins and dark in color. 

By the early 1900s lighter fabrics— cotton and 
lace— were having their influence on gowns that 
featured high necklines and slimming dropped 
waistlines. 

In the Flapper Era of the ‘20s, brides were 
wearing gowns of silk crepe, with V-neck styling, 
gathered straight skirts and cumberbunds. 

Satin came on the scene in the Depression years 
and has remained a bridal favorite ever since. 

The ‘50s saw the introduction of ballerina style 
gown, while the ‘60s saw the advent of the still 
popular princess-style gown. 

The bride’s veil, which stands for modesty, 
chastity, obedience and submission. In some 
countries the belief was that evil spirits were at- 
tracted to the woman, and a veil was worn to keep 
them away. 

Like gowns, veils have changed. Hundreds of 
years ago, veils were many colored and woven with 
gold and silver threads. Now brides are completing 


their bridal ensembles with chapel trains, illusion 
veils, mantillas, picture hats and even fresh 
flowers. 

Just as gowns have change through the years so 
have the other aspects of weddings. 

The tradition of showering the newlyweds with 
rice has given way to other more environmental 
practical tidbits like grass seed or bird seed. The 
tradition of throwing rice has Chinese origins and 
wishes that the couple may always have a full 
pantry. 

Bridal bouquets date back to Roman times when 
the bride carried bunches of herbs under her veil. 
Orange blossoms were the choice of the empire’s 
Syrian nomads and symbolized fertility. 

English brides have long favored roses as their 
bridal flowers, and logically, June, the month of 
roses, is a popular month for weddings. 

Popular flowers for today’s bridal bouquets are 
roses, carnations, daisies and baby’s breath, as 
well as sweetheart roses. 

Early beginnings also are part of the custom of 
engagement and wedding rings. The former had its 
origins in the giving of gifts, such as cattle, food or 
jewels, by the bridegroom to prove his worthiness 
and good intentions. Later the gift became a per- 
sonal ornament for the bride-to-be. Hence the 
practice of giving an engagement ring. 

The wedding band goes back to caveman days, 
when the bride wore a bracelet of woven rushes, 
later replaced by a band of iron to show the lasting 
quality of the marraige. 

In Roman times the custom was to place the ring 
on the third finger of the left hand, the finger 
believed to be a direct line to the heart. 

So be your wedding small and simple, before a 
minister or judge, in a garden or church, 
remember it’s probably steeped in tradition. 



Who pays 
what bills? 

When it comes to planning the wedding questions invariably arise 
over who pays for what. And like all other aspects of wedding, there is 
a traditional division of expenses. 

Here is a look at that breakdown, according to etiquette expert 
Elizabeth L. Post 

THE BRIDE OF HER FAMILY usually pays for the invitations and 
announcements, wedding dress and accessories, trousseau, floral 
decorations for the church and reception, including bouquets or 
corsages for the bride and bridesmaids, engagement and wedding 
photographs, soloist, organist and sexton, the reception, groom’s ring 
and wedding gift gifts for the bride’s attendants and their lodgings. 

THE BRIDEGROOM OR HIS FAMILY usually pays for the bride’s 
engagement and wedding rings, marriage license, clergyman’s fee, 
bride’s bouquet and corsage, boutonnieres for his father and himself, 
gloves, ties and boutonniere for the men in the wedding party, wed- 
ding gift for the bride, the honeymoon, gifts for the best man and 
ushers, lodging for his attendants and the rehearsal dinner. 

THE BRIDESMAIDS’ expenses are for dresses and accessories, 
transportation to and from the wedding site, gift to the couple, par- 
ticipation in showers, including one or two shower gifts, and a share 
of the joint present from all the bridesmaids. 

THE USHERS’ expenses are the rental of the wedding clothes, 
transportation to and from the wedding site, gift to the couple, a share 
of the ushers’ joint presents and a share of the expenses of the 
bachelor dinner, if given by the ushers.

Marriage vows 
have meaning

Marriage is the object of many 
jokes — from the hen-pecked husband 
to the obtrusive, interferring mother- 
in-law. And comedians and others get 
a lot of mileage out of the jokes. 

For instance, they say, love is blind, 
and marriage is an institution. 
Therefore, it’s an institution for the 
blind. 

But, through all the humor, there’s a 
very serious side to repeating the vows 
that make a man and woman husband 
and wife. And like so many other 
modern day practices, the vows have 
undergone many changes and are 
repeated in some of the unusual 
places. 

Years ago, a church was the place 
that the vast majority of couples said 
their vows. Everyone dressed for the 
occasion in their “Sunday best” or 
rented tuxedos. 

Many times the bride would make 
her own gown or wear her mother’s 
wedding gown with great pride. But 
whatever the bride and groom wore, 
you knew two things. They were 
dressed in the finest they could afford 
— and they approached the altar with 
fear and trembling (or at least a few 
butterflies in their stomach). 

One thing has always seemed 
amazing is that all the preparations 
for the wedding take an unusual 
amount of time and preparation, but 
the actual repeating of the vows and 
the wedding ceremony are over in a 
few minutes. 

Up until a few years ago, a great 
many couples used the traditional 
Anglo-Savon wedding ceremony for 
many centuries from the “Book of 
Common Prayer”. 

It reads as follows: 

“Into this holy estate these two 
persons present come now to be 
joined. If any man can show just cause 
why they may not lawfully be joined 
together, let him now speak, or else 
hereafter for ever hold his peace.” 

The officiant then warned the couple 
that if there was any “impediment” to 


them being lawfully joined together, 
that they were to now confess it. 

Then the minister would ask the 
man: wilt thou have this woman 

to be thy wedded wife, to live together 
after God’s ordinance in the holy 
estate of matrimony? 

“Wilt thou love her, comfort her, 
honor, and keep her in sickness and in 
health; and, forsaking all others, keep 
theee only unto her, so long as ye both 
shall live?” 

The man would answer: “I will.” 

Then a similar vow would be 
requested of the woman and she would 
also answer, “I will.” 

Then the minister asked: “Who 
giveth this woman to be married to 
this man?” It was usually the father of 
the bride. 

Then the minister asked: “Who 
giveth this woman to be married to 
this man?”

Then the minister would ask each to 
repeat after him. First, the husband. 
“I-, take thee-, to be my wedded wife, 
to have and to hold from this day 
forward; for better for worse, for 
richer for poorer, in sickness and in 
health, to love and to cherish, till death 
do us part, according to God’s holy 
ordinance; and thereto I plight thee 
my troth.” 

Then the woman would repeat the 
same words after the minister, but in 
later years the words “pledge thee my 
faith” replaced “plight thee my troth” 
in many ceremonies. 

Ceremonies may vary somewhat 
from the above, but the basics are 
about the same. 

However, vows are changing each 
year. Some couples now write their 
own vows and can include anything in 
them they want (as long as the of- 
ficiant agrees). 

Not only are the vows changing with 
each passing year, but the place where 
couples are married is changing also. 
Take for instance the increasing list of 
weddings performed by mayors.

Flowers come in a variety of colors, 
sizes, shapes and textures. Through 
their varied combinations they can set 
the mood from cheerful to sedate to 
sad. 

But when it comes to deciding what 
the mood will be at your wedding, it 
pays to ask questions. Ordering the 
wedding bouquets and floral 
arrangements is the one time when it 
pays to plan ahead. 

For the bride-to-be a visit to the 
florist well in advance of the wedding 
can avoid hassles later. 

When discussing the floral 
requirements be sure to be specific.

Second marriage: Keep it simple 


Statistics now show that one in every 
four marraiges will end in divorce. 
And while etiquette spell out the do’s 
and don’ts of first weddings, many 
questions arise over the second nuptial 
ceremony. 

What is proper for the first maijaige 
in many instances is a taboo for the 
second time around. 

The term second marraige is 
determined by the bride’s marital 
status. If the bride is single, but her 
groom divorced — no matter how many 
times — then she is entitled to all of the 
splendor of a first wedding. 

In the case of an annulment, the 
person involved legally is considered 
as having never been married. 
However, in the case of the bride, it 
would be foolhearty to expect the 
same wedding extravaganza the 
second time around. 

An engagement announcement for 
the couple should be informal. In the 
case of the bride she may chose to call 
her friends and relatives to let them 
know personally of her intentions to 
remarry. 

Showers are not customary, if the 
bride is widowed or divorce. Their 
purpose is to help the newlywed fur- 
nish her household, and it can be 
presumed that the previously 
married’s household is in order. 

Invitations to the wedding can cause 
problems. For the young divorcee, her 
parents may wish to issue the in- 


vitations in their name, stating their 
daughter’s Christian name, their last 
name and the name of her former 
husband. 

For a more mature divorcee in- 


vitations should use “Mrs.”, her given 
name and the last names of her 
parents and former husband. 

For the young widow, the style is 
that of the young divorcee, while for 


the mature women it should be her full 
married name. 

Probably, the most confusing of 
second marraiges is the type of 
ceremony— formal or informal. 

Formal vows should be considered a 
very definite no-no. Since most 
clergymen still are reluctant about 
marrying divorced couples, the bride 
SHOULD visit the minister before 
planning her second marraige service. 

There is a chance the minister may 
not perform the ceremony at the 
church, just as there is the possibility 
he will perform it elsewhere. 

A rule of thumb for the nuptial 
service is to keep it simple and small. 

Much of the trappings of the first 
wedding— processional, and 
recessional— are not needed, as are 
floral decorations and music. 

But remember the minister has the 
final say so. 

In the way of bridal attire, wedding 
veils, elegant bouquets and cathedral 
trains are out of place, although a 
white outfit is acceptable. 

Receptions for the previouly 
marrieds should be considered strictly 
as social affairs, so their size depends 
of the whims of the newlyweds. 
However, the receiving line should not 
include parents, children or at- 
tendents and should be informal in 
nature. 

All things considered, in planning a 
second marraige the key words are 
simple and informal.
